no garbage or trash of any kind to accumulate in the cellar, alley 
or back yard; we must keep all drains clean and free from obstruc- 
tion and we must keep the covers on the garbage can tightly 
fastened. : 








These things are elementary, but we need to be reminded of 
them, especially at this season of the year, when the filthy fly is 
getting ready for a busy spring and summer. 

Our business is to swat the fly whenever and wherever seen. 
So roll up your sleeves in working order, and show no quarter to 
the common enemy of all. 

Heretofore we have been too considerate of the fly, although 
goodness knows he has not been very considerate of us. Swat 
him, good and hard! 

HE jitney did not last long in Cleveland, Ohio, because it 
T found that it could not compete with three-cent fares and 

good service. That, in brief, describes the jitney situation 

everywhere. If the five-cent bus ean give better service 
than the street ¢ars, and do it at a reasonable profit, it cannot be 
crowded off the street by unreasonable regulation. The public has 
first and last say in that regard, however much the councils and 
supervisors may attempt to interfere. 

Take the case in Santa Barbara. The most popular jitney here 
is that which serves the East Side. The East Side had long been 
appealing for car line extension; but received no encouragement, A 
“jithey, representifig the investment of a few hundred dollars, came 
along and accommodated the public at the same price that the car 
line, costing many thousands of dollars, and much more expensive 
in operation, would have charged. 

The jitney’s proper field is confined to those districts that are 
not well served by established transportation lines. If the street 
car cannot see profits in extensions, the owners cannot very well 
complain if the jitneys make invasions in the business. For subur- 
ban development the public automobile is serving a good purpose in 
this vicinity. It may be that its activities will discourage inter- 
urban railway construction; but hereabouts there has _been little 
but promise in that direction. 

The jitney is subject to regnlation that will protect the public 
and cause it to yield its just proportion of the public revenue. Fur- 
ther than that, regulation would become persecution; and the peo- 
ple are resentful of persecution, no matter how unpopular may be 
the victim.—Santa Barbara Press.

wated in 1912, when the investiga- 
tion was begun, but it is estimated 
that at least 75 per cent, or 21 
times that area, will ultimately be | 
brought under water. These large 
possibilities have led to a rapid in- 
cerase in the number of irrigation 
projects and an influx of men and 
capital from other parts of Califor- 
nia to derive profit from the devel- 
opment of the land, their expecta- 
tion being that the permanent fu- 
ture population will come from. the 
eastern states or from Burope. 
Because of a mild climate, a con- 
centrated winter rainfall, and a shat- 
low water table, many fleld crops 
and deep-rooted plants thrive in 
this valley without irrigation.
